Leukemia is 
loosely described as blood cancer 
and thus far no absolute cure has 
been developed.-^ 


Little Carl is confined to his bed 


almost constantly now and' since 
a month ago when he said the 
words, "I want to go home," he 
Has not spoken. Mrs. Pierce says 
that his muteness is attributed to 
some psychological quirk and no 
to the disease. 


Carl's parents visit him three 


times a week and when they 
enter his room he smiles at them 
and Is happy. Ills condition, says 
Mrs. Pierce, is alternately good 
and poor. Blood transfusions 
keep the spark of life and hope 
burning. Since June he has had 
17 transfusions 
and they' are 


averaging about twice a week 
now.

Communist associations might be 
embarrassing to ihe government, 
but was not flatly asked lo resign.

McNamara said he joined the

Doane urges, but be ready t 
make changes within the plan to 
meet changing conditions. 


Using his own farm as an ex 


ample, Doane explained that in 
stead of buying feeder cattle to 
pasture off while prices were going 
down, he went on n giaze-gain 
partnership 
with the men 
who 


owned cattle. In that way. he ex- 
plained, he 
i_s selling grass am 


hay and has no money invested in 
cattle. 


\Vhen the cattle market starts 


up, he'll again invest in feedei 
cattle. 
You can make changes 


without "in-and-out" operations. 


Shifts need to be planned. Doane 


emphasized, as much as the gen- 
eial opeiations on your farm need 
.o be planned. "Theie never was 
a time, he said, "when recoid paid 
«uch _big dividends as they pay in 
these times." 


Farm manage! s need 
current 


records. It does far more good to 
be able to check your piogiess as 
you go along than not to know un- 
til the end whether you lost money 
and how. 


The Illinois farmer must face the 


fact that he is in for lower prices, 
higher costs, loss real government 
help and a declining foreign mar- 
ket. 


"Work out on paper your situa- 


tion at various price levels," Doane 
advises. "Ask 'yourself 
whether 


your plan will permit you to stay 
in business if the trends continue." 


It is hard to say whether a price 


is too low to make a profit, he 
says. But prices that are steadily 
going down are almost .sure to 
spell disaster. 


Thcie is one bright spot, though, 


Doane says, in the full urban em- 
ployment and the consumers' good 
buying power.

As a matter of fact, all the initiative in the prodin tivrty duve has 


now been turned over to the Europeans. It ha.s been practically aban- 
doned as an American enterprise. The icason for this lies largely in 
a peculiar chain of circumstances. 


The principle of the productivity drive as a program to help \\can 


Europe away from communism was first written into the Mutual So- 
curity Act through an amendment introduced by former Senator Blair- 
Moody (D-Mich.) In 1953. 


The next year former Senator William Benton (O-fonn.) Imple- 


Tnented this by another amendment. It provided that up to $100 mil- 
lion in European counterpart funds could be allocated for promoting 
productivity drives In the Marshall Plan countries. 


These counterpart funds were made up of the money received by 


foreign governments from the sale of American foreign aid products. 
No direct American appropriation was therefore involved in piomoting 


"productivity. The counterpart funds were to be capital loans to Euro- 


pean manufacturers who would undertake to cut prices, expand sales 


"and increase wages.

By dint of a year's hard work, a team of American experts under 


Everett Bellows got 11 European countries to agree to take $05 million 
worth of this technical assistance. The sums were: France. $30 million; 


..Britain, Germany and Austria, $10 million; Italy S22 million; Norway.

. key and Greece. $1 million apiece. Productivity councils were set up 
^inieach country.

When ever you use one or two 


wild cards to bring a meld up to 
the six-card level, it is evident 
that you are desperately trying to 
complete a canasta. Your only

must be that you are in position 
to meld out quickly (usually im- 
mediately,) if your partner 
can 


only cooperate by completing the 
canasta. 


It is up to the partner to add 


another natural card or even an- 
other wild card in order to com- 
plete that 'canasta. The partner 
should also unload any other meld 
that he may have in his hand, 
since the original peculiar play 
makes it clear that the hand will 
end very suddenly.

?irst Hint of Trouble

One night in February of 1951 the Prague radio broadcast that a 
iceman had been shot to death near Charles Square in downtown 
igue.

out of the country." But 1 had 
heard a lot about him. 


He was a chum of Svoboda's 


from college days, a young Czech 
refugee who lived in Paris '"and 
was in and out of Czechoslovakia 
from time to time. 


Wyodinek Vanishes 


It was fairly clear to me that he 


crossed the border illegally. But 
I was unaware of whatever else 
he might be doing. In fact I did 
not even know his name. 


I had heard of him first from 


Nathan Polowetzky, my predeces- 
sor in charge of the Prague AP 
bureau. Polowetzky was expelled 
from Czechoslovakia on grounds 
of 
"unobjective reporting" 
and 


came back to London in April, 
1950, while I was waiting there for 
a visa to go into that country. 


In talking with me about his 


work in Prague, he spoke of "a 
little guy"—he did not mention any 


name—that had given him news, a 
man that came from Paris but 
seemed well informed on doings m 
Czechoslovakia. 
. 


After I got to Prague 1 heard 


fiom Czech employes that this 
man had given Polowetzky a story 
the ministry of information had 
cited as an example of ••unobjec- 
tive reporting"—a factual story on 
a coal mine strike m the Bohemian 
town of Kladno. 


Woydinek did not show up for 


work April 2. I went to his room 
with an interpreter and found it 
sealed with paper tape. A neigh- 
bor told us what had happened: 


About 6:30, as Woydinek was 


getting ready to go to the office, 
six plainclothesmen had' walked in. 
Three had led him away. The 
other three had stayed, searched 
the place and sealed it. 


Exit 1'eter Muntz 


Since Svoboda's arrest, we had 


seen strange men around .gur of- 
fice. One. peeking out from behind 
a curtain, had looked in now and 
then through our wide second- 
floor front windows from another 
window across the stieet. Others, 
haunting a passageway beside out- 
building, had watched our visitors. 


On Friday morning, April 20, I 


awoke about 8:30 in my room at 
the Ambassador hotel and tele- 
phoned the office to see if there 
had been any news worth picking 
up on Plague's morning newscast. 


Our old night watchman, who 


spoke only Czech and German, 
answered the telephone. I asked 
for Peter Muntz. the translator 
who had been due on the job an 
hour and a half earlier. Tlie old 
man said, "Is'ein, nein"—"No, no." 


I called Muntz' apartment. His 


wife said, "Mr. Oatis, my husband 
is at office." I waited a "while and 
then called the office again. Again 
the watchman answered, but a mo- 
ment later somebody else was on 
the wire, telling me in broken 
English that Muntz was not there. 


It was a man whose voice I did 


not recognize. And I thought, "This 
is a cop. Muntz has been arrested, 
and if I go to the office I will be 
arrested too." I asked the man 
what he was doing there. He said

He leaned back in his chair in 


the tired way he had. looked down 
his face at me and said.

You have semi- 
diplomatic status." 


A His Black Car 


It was true that my official ac- 


creditation 
gave me something 


like diplomats' extra rations. But 
it was not tine that it granted me 
diplomatic immunity from arrest. 


That was Friday. On Sunday at 


about 10 a.m.. I drove out of' the 
public garage where I kept the 
office car and turned a corner on 
my way back to the hotel. In my 
rear view mirror. I saw another 
car pull away from the curb be- 
hind me. 


It was a big, black, streamlined 


Tatraplan. a Czech model com- 
monly used by the secret police. 
It kept a half block behind me. 
Was it following me? I would see. 


Instead of going straight to the 


hotel, I made a detour around a 
block. The Tatraplan followed me 
all the way. When I parked in front 
of the hotel, it parked about a 
block behind. 


I hurried inside^ picked up my 


key at the desk tniS dashed up- 
stairs, two steps at a time, to my 
loom on the third floor. 1 bolted 
the door and stood there with cold 
terror stabbing into my stomach. 
1 decided to go to the embassy. 
That was U.S. territory, and Czech 
police could not leach me there. 
Without thinking to pick up even 
pajamas and shaving kit. I set out. 


Kace to the Embassy 


There were two ways from stair- 


way to street—one " through the 
front entrance, the other out a 
side door and down a. passageway. 
1 chose the second as the safer. 


It was not necessary. Nobody 


recognizable as a detective' was 
either in the lobby or out front. 1 
slammed the car door and diove 
off. Down the street, the Tatraplan 
also pulled away from the curb. 


Once 1 was in National avenue. 


I had a straight stretch of almost 
a mile down past the National 
Theater and across the Vltava 
river. Then a turn to the right and 
another mill's drive would bring; 
me to the hilly side street on which 
the embassy fronted. 


My shadows—there were 
two 


men in the car behind—kept a dis- 
creet distance till after the turn. 
Then they started gaming on me. 


I speeded up. trying to steer 


clear of the car tracks in ,the 
narrow brick street and wondering 
how it would be to blow a tire just 
then. 


They speeded up, too. despite 


heavy traffic. At length, the Tatra- 
plan was the thiid car behind me. 
But a few seconds later I turned 
up the hill and parked opposite the 
embassy.

I looked back. The black auto- 


mobile had not followed me into 
the side street. 1 ran acioss to the 
embassy gate. And for the first 
time m many minutes I felt safe.

I asked if 
the counselor, Thompson, was in. 
He said everybody had gone on a 
picnic except Ambassador Ellis 0.

Spare Artery 
Saves Heart 
Clog Victims

YORK <£)— Sick human 


hearts are made well and strong 
again by giving them an extra 
third artery, a Canadian surgeon 
said today. 


Men crippled by heart attack, 


scarcely able to work, now are 
back at full-time work as oil well 
dnllers. machinists, raihoad work- 
ers and physicians. Dr. Arthur M. 
Vtneberg. of Montreal, told an In- 
ternational College 
of Surgeons 


meeting. ' 


The third artery brings life-sav- 


ing blood to hearts starving be- 
cause of blockage of one or both 
of ihe coronary aitertes which 
normally feed the heart. 


The third artery has been given 


successfully to eight out of nine 
men in the last year, Vmeberg 
said. 


It can be done safely for any 


leart victim "who can walk 100 
feet or moie," he added. 


It is not recommended for per- 


sons so ill that they have heart 
pains even when testing. 


For the spare artery Vineberg 


uses the internal mammary artery 
which nourishes tissues 
in 
the 


chest. One end of this artery is 
permanently closed off. 


The free end is placed inside a 


tinnel created by separating heart 
muscle tissue. The muscles close 
jack, holding the spare artery in 
place. 


Tests on animals show that the 


spare artery begins to grow within 


week, sending out new branches. 


These apparently join smaller ar- 
cues in the heart muscle.

of Rochester. 


McManus is specifically charg- 


ed with the murder last March 27 
of William Allan Braverman, a Ho- 
bart College student. 


In the statements read the court, 


McManus told how he left Roches- 
ter to "pick up some money and a 
car" so that he could marry his 
16-year-old sweetheart, Diane Ma- 
rie Weggeland. 


McManus said Braverman pick- 


ed him up in a flashy red con- 
vertible. 


When they turned off a dirt road 


near Pittsford, the statement said, 
McManus drew his pistol. 


"I'd feel better if I were driv- 


ing," he said. 


Braverman allowed McManus to 


take the wheel and asked that 
he "be careful of my new car." 


McManus said he later ordered 


Braverman out of the car, and 
when Braverman protested, Mc- 
Manus shot him. 


McManus said he buried the 


body in a gravel pit. 


McManus and Diane were picked 


up by police in Dubuquc. Iowa after 
a crime studded tour through the 
Midwest. 
McManus 
admitted 


killing a couple in Illinois and two 
women in Minnesota for a total 
robbery take of less than $60. 


In his opening statement before 


the court, defense 
Attorney M. 


Maurice Chacchia. said McManus 
and Diane had come to believe that 
society had rejected them.
